While it requires only a few min- 
utes, under the stress of emotional 
unanimity which prevails in such 
situations, for Cungress to declare 
war. it seems to involve an endless 
sequence of political considerations 
to declare Peace after the enemy has 
surrendered. This ridiculous and 
inimical condition exists in Wash- 
ington only. Everybody else, every- 
where else, knows that we have bea- 
ten Germany and Japan, demobil- 
ized our armies and scrapped so 
many of our fighting ships that they 
are cluttering a dozen harbors on 
the Atlantic and Pacific Coast. No- 
ody cares very much about the le- 
gal pretense which enables the 
President, O.P.A. and a few other 
governmental units to exercise cer- 
tain powers which a recognition of 
the self-evident truth would abate; 
but, as usual, there are loose ends 
which are an inevitable part of the 
political fairy-tale and which cause 
needless as well as unjust human 
suffering. 

One of these has recently been 
brought to light through a petition 
signed by 300 clergymen for the re- 
lease of a small army of Conscien- 
tious Objectors still confined in con- 
centration camps. 

Some of them, no doubt, are ar- 
rent cowards who hid behind a re- 
ligious belief to save themselves 
from danger. But the very great 
majority are such truly—and, per- 
haps, naively—earnest characters 
that they prefer at any cost to obey 
the commandments of God rather 
than those of the War Department. 
Almost all of us, in such a dispute 
of ethics, take the line of least re- 
sistance; and who shall say rightly 
or wrongly. We cannot be certain 
that God will punish us for violat- 
ing his order not to kill and we 
know profoundly well that the Gov- 
ernment will, if we don’t. Besides, 
there is the overwhelmingly in- 
grained tradition of Patriotism and 
the matter of Self Defense. So we 
get us a gun and shoot at the enemy, 
while the “Conchie,”’ as he is con- 
temptuously termed, goes to a prison 
of one sort or another and does the 
best he can. 

It is not my purpose to declare 
who is justified and who is not; 
though it is obvious that if there 
were enough “Conchies” in this 
world there couldn’t be any wars. 

All I desire to do in this column 
is to wonder, in my obtuse, unsci- 
entific and, perhaps, illogical way, 
why we don’t let them go home, like 
the G.I.’s. Most of these “Conchies” 
have contributed effectively and wil- 
linely to the war effort here at home 
and have certainly given neither aid 
nor comfort to the enemy. It seems 
to me that in our frantic rush for 
reconversion, they, too, ought to 
have a break.

I found one old volume, printed 
in Boston in 1849. It’s called, ‘The 
Young Man’s Guide.” The book in- 
furiates me—its author is such a 
pious prig; so smug and self-righ- 
teous and yet it’s one of the funni- 
est things I ever read. The author 
is one William Alcott. (I wonder if 
he could have been a relative of 
Louisa) The book has 392 pages, 
the last 14 of which, for no appar- 
ant reason that I can see, are giv- 
en over to the Constitution of the 
United States.

Down through the ages the count- 
erpointal cadences of the exotic mu- 
sic of India have brought sound 
pictures of the rythmic drumming 
be f the feet of sacred elephants, 
proud bearers of Rajah princes; of 
the crescendo notes of vibrating 
temple bells, and of pilgrims’ surg- 
ing chants blending with the whis- 
pered measures of the slow-flowing

The Song of India always has] po} 


peen played in a minor key domin- 
ated by the wealth of India, a cov- 
eted posession of both domestic and 
foreign princes since that far time 


in 2000 B.C. when the Aryans mi- | 
erated through its mountain passes | 


and remained on to inhabit its foot- 
hills. Mongol Timur conquer- 
ed a major portion of the country 
and in 1526, one of his descend- 
ants, Baber, established the Great 
Mogul Empire with Delhi as its cap- 
ital. Through Vasca 
discovery of a sea route to 
India, trade was opened up with 
England and Holland bringing 
about the establishment of the pow- 
erful trading companies of the sev- 
enteenth century. For two centur- 
ies there was a growing expension in 
India of British dominance which 
culminated in the proclaiming of 
Queen Victoria as Empress of India, 
but The Song of India remained al- 
most unchanged. 


However, with the twentieth cen- 
tury there was a variation in the 
composition of The Song of India. 


Its score was transposed from the 
minor key of the conquered to the 
major key of Freedom. For in 1920 
India was granted its Constitution; 
in 1930 there was the Round Table 
Conference in London and in 1935 
the Government of India Act, and 
on May 16 of this year came the 
momentous announcement of Brit- 
ain’s program for a federated self- 
governing India, either inside or 
outside the British Commonwealth. 

But even as the score was on the 
point of completion, it was dis- 
carded for a dirge written with the 
muted undertones of national 
mourning for the millions destroyed 
by famine, and by the strident over- 
tones of passion, producing the dis- 
sonances of civil strife. 

Right now it would seem that un- 
til the 338 millions of India (Budd- 
hists, Hindu and Moslems) master 
the art of harmony, The Song of 
India never can be the Song of 
Freedom.

COUNTY PUBLIC SCHOOLS 
GET $1,558,313 FROM STATE 


The public schools of San Mateo 
County got $1,558, 313 in apportion- 
ments from the state treasury for 
the 1945-46 school year, California 
said today, 
making public the second section of 
its study of school district financing 
in California. In addition to the 
state apportionment, the property 
tax levy for the school districts in 


Taxpayers’ association 


the county was $2,674,734 for 1945-46. 
Elementary school districts re- 
ceived $463,878, and junior college 


Proposition 3 on the November 


ballot would fix state support of the 
public schools at $120 per pupil in 
average daily attendance. The 
present base is $80 per pupil for the 
elementary schools and $90 for the 
secondary schools. This means an 
increase in state apportionment of 
5) per cent on elementary pupils and 


33 and one-third per cent on secon- 
dary pupils. In addition, state sup- 
port would be. provided for kinder- 
garten pupils for the first time. 


Total state apportionment to the 
public school districts throcghout 
the state for 1945-46 was $96,157,108, 
with $65,219,246 for the elementary 
schools, $29,310,273 for the high 
schools, and $1,627,589 for junior col- 
lege districts. In addition, total 
property tax levy for schools was 
$131,965,112. 


“Tf proposition 3 were to be voted 
by the people, the total state appor- 
tionment to the public schools 
would be $142,000,000, assuming the 
1945-46 attendance base of 1,121,278 
and including an estimated 62,000 
kindergarten attendance. With the 
uptrend in enrolments this could 
reach $220,000,000 in ten years,” the 
association said.
